# HOW did you become involved with the Marine Pa¬ 
rade Shelters and Jubilee Pavilion? 

By accident! In 20061 joined the group that helped Lyme 
Regis Town Council by running the first public consulta¬ 
tion on restoring the shelters. Much public engagement, 
tortuous planning, arduous fundraising and seven years 
later, it's still part of my life, now leading the volunteers 
who staff the Jubilee Pavilion during the season. 

# WHAT do volunteers in the pavilion do? 

We're a small part of Lyme's effort to welcome visitors and 
to help them make the most of their time here. Like every¬ 
one involved with the town's tourism, we want people to 
return - and to spread the word about how good a place 
it is, which should encourage a steady flow of new as well 
as repeat visitors. So we engage people in conversation, 
provide answers and information, and encourage them 
to explore (and spend money in!) the nooks and crannies 
of the town that they might not otherwise find. What we 
do supports the Tourist Information Centre - we work 
closely with the professional staff there. 

# WHAT do you enjoy about working in the Jubilee 
Pavilion? 

It's a pleasure meeting visitors who are nearly always very 
positive about Lyme, often comparing it favourably with 
larger and more high-profile holiday spots. And it's an 
equal pleasure co-ordinating the team of over 50 volun¬ 
teers. They share a love of Lyme and the wish to promote 
it positively; they're a cheerful and co-operative bunch 
who make it easy to keep things running (relatively) 
smoothly. 

# HOW would you encourage more volunteers to 
come forward? 

Word-of-mouth is pretty effective - most of the new 
helpers this season were recruited by existing 
volunteers. It would be good to have a wider age-range - 
probably many volunteer-dependent organisations in 
Lyme would echo that. What I'd love to see here is plenty 
of senior school students, and people not much older, in¬ 
volved as welcoming "ambassadors" for their town. It's 



something we're trying to work on in the context of the 
Jubilee Pavilion. 

# ARE you a member of any other local organisations? 

Ann and I are members of Lyme's Amnesty International 
group. We're active with letter-writing and campaigning 
in support of people around the world who are unjustly 
imprisoned, and frequently mistreated, because they've 
voiced ideals and beliefs contrary to the wishes of those 
in power. 

For several years I was a miller and trustee for the Town 
Mill, leading its educational work. Creaking bones have 
brought my milling to an end, but I remain an enthusiast. 
The Mill is a great place, with so much going on that ap- 
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peals to many different tastes, literally as well as 
metaphorically. 

We're also members of The Lyme Regis Society, the local 
U3A, and the Friends of the Museum - splendid organisa¬ 
tions that each do a lot for the community and bring fas¬ 
cinating activities and speakers to the town. Turn Lyme 
Green and Lyme Regis Development Trust are other or¬ 
ganisations that we enjoy supporting. Being retired in 
Lyme is a full-time job! 

• WHAT do you like about living in Lyme Regis? 

What more could you ask for? A perfect balance of har¬ 
bour and town, wedded to the sea and to entrancing 
countryside; a small but amazingly energetic and creative 
community; friendly residents and delighted visitors; a 
place that looks forward while preserving its inherited 
values. Importantly, in our experience, "incomers" can 
quickly be made welcome and to feel part of the place - 
something that's often not the case in small towns. 

• WHAT would you add to or change about the town 
if you could? 

An aerial railway from Holmbush down to the harbour! 
Seriously, though, there's plenty of good work going on 
in an effort to make Lyme an even more pleasant place 
to live and work, despite those real challenges - shortage 
of affordable homes, narrow streets, restricted parking 
and so on - that we all know about. 

We'd all gain if more responsibility and authority over 
purely Lyme matters could come back from the district to 
the town council. And when the town council loosens up, 
becomes less formal and bureaucratic, more responsive 
and less inward-looking, more cohesive and focused, that 
will be even better. (None of those improvements, inci¬ 
dentally, will be one jot assisted merely by the superficial 
creation of a chairman of the council separate from the 
mayor.) 

• WHICH three guests would you invite to your dream 
dinner party? 

Richard Feynman, the most stimulating natural scientist 
of the last century; William Shakespeare, the sharpest ob¬ 
server of human nature, ever; and Michael Gove, though 
I wouldn't in advance tell the first two about the third! 
Then I'd try to get Dick and Bill to persuade Michael that 
education is about learning to do, to notice, to think and 
to judge - abilities that form the basis of knowledge and 
understanding. I fear that Michael wouldn't grasp this, 
and it might turn into a nightmare dinner, but worth a try. 

• WHAT three items would you like with you on a de¬ 
serted island? 

Michael Gove, the National Curriculum, and Ofsted - then 
I'd swim off and leave them there.

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New mayor stresses importance of 
high street and embracing change 


WEYMOUTH and Portland’s new mayor says the town 
must fight for economic growth, more jobs, more hous¬ 
ing and to save its high street shopping experience. 

“Everyone must work together to achieve this,” said 
Councillor Ray Banham who was speaking after assum¬ 
ing his chain of office for 2013-2014 in a ceremony at 
Weymouth Pavilion, which also saw Councillor Kate 
Wheller become deputy mayor. 

Mr Banham, the 430th mayor since Queen Elizabeth 
I forced Weymouth and Melcombe Regis to form a sin¬ 
gle borough in 1571, thanked outgoing mayor, Council¬ 
lor Margaret Leicester, for all her hard work and 
pledged to continue to support and promote the bor¬ 
ough. 

He added that there was “no quick fix” to make Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland one of the most forward and pro¬ 
gressive parts of the country, but he said everyone was 
working hard towards that. 

He cited growth on the Granby Industrial Estate and 
Weymouth Gateway sites and the creation of jobs as ev¬ 
idence of this, adding that hundreds of new homes were 
being built to help families while empty homes were 
being brought back into use. 

Last year’s Olympic and Paralympic Games were a 
huge success, he said, and that success was seeing a rise 
in Weymouth and Portland holiday bookings for 2013. 

He added that the long term health of the local econ¬ 
omy could not be underestimated and the high street 
was one area raising concerns. 

He said bankers, tax dodging internet giants and 
greedy landlords were among those to blame as well as 
ordinary people like himself who might shed a tear for 
the loss of HMV but still continued to buy from Ama¬ 
zon. He also said that the “bloodbath” on the high street

was far from over. 

Mr Banham added: “These days turning off the desk¬ 
top computer, the smart phone, the tablet, the laptop and 
the palm-held device feels as refreshing as a summer 
breeze. 

“We can all play our part in bringing back the high 
street and once again getting back dedicated staff pro¬ 
viding good service.” 

The council was playing its part to promote the high 
street, he said, supporting the setting up of a Business 
Improvement District and promoting the area to large 
businesses. 

He said: “Some areas in the country have 58 percent 
of shops closed, Hastings being a good example, yet we 
only have eight percent. We are doing well considering 
the present economic situation. Weymouth and Portland 
is slowly coming alive again. 

“Shops are beginning to open, the winter has seen re¬ 
furbishment work going on at businesses all over town 
and at last Brewers Quay is open for business, bringing 
alive again an area that really suffered from its closure. 

“I firmly believe that our future is bright. We have to 
stop thinking of the past. We must think of the future. 
Times have changed, people have changed and habits 
have changed. We must all of us change with it. It’s 
called progress whether we like it or not. 

“Weymouth and Portland will without doubt once 
again become the destination to work, play and visit. 

“I for one feel very proud to live and be part of the 
best location and community in this country.” 

Mr Banham concluded by saying that his chosen char-

Fort volunteers greet German cruise at Portland Port 


IN a season of firsts the 
cruise ship, the “AIDA 
Stella”, has made her in¬ 
augural call to Portland 
Port.

Once the large contin¬ 
gent of cruise passengers 
reached Weymouth it took 
very little time before they 
started to explore all the 
shops in and around the 
town centre. 

Local businesses around 
Weymouth and Portland 
would have welcomed the 
additional takings 

achieved by the travelling 
cruise passengers and can 
expect more of the same 
throughout the rest of the 
summer season, as there 
are more cruise calls at 
Portland Port this year 
than ever before. 

More recently, the “Dis¬ 
covery” made her second 
call to Portland Port this 
season to round off a very 
successful month. 

Whilst observing opera¬ 
tions from the quayside 
Ian McQuade, commer¬ 
cial manager, said; “Port¬ 
land Port has been 
delighted with the start to 
the new cruise season and 
the arrival of the 
AIDAstella is a very im¬ 
portant first for us. 


“2013 will now see 19 
calls and more than 
20,000 passengers visit 
the port.” 

This is not the last time 
Portland Port will see of 
the AIDA Stella this sum¬ 
mer as she will return an¬ 
other three times before 
cruise season is finished, 
with even more calls 
planned for 2014 and 
2015 respectively.

Police crack down 
on town drug den 

WEYMOUTH officers have enforced a drugs clo¬ 
sure order at a property in the town. 

It comes after problems of drug dealing and as¬ 
sociated anti-social behaviour at a flat within a 
property on Lennox Street in Weymouth . 

Numerous actions have been taken to try and re¬ 
solve the issues at the address, including the exe¬ 
cution of two warrants under the Misuse of Drugs 
Act. 

Due to the on-going nuisance at the property 
police applied for a Crack House Closure Order. 

The order was heard at Weymouth magistrates' 
court at 3pm on Friday, May 17th. The order was 
granted, which has allowed the closure of the flat 
for three months and required the tenant to leave 
with immediate effect, returning only to collect his 
belongings under police supervision. 

The property was then boarded up and the land¬ 
lord who will not be warranted to let the property 
until the order expires in three months time. 

Crack house closure orders are powers listed 
under the Anti-social Behaviour Act 2003. These 
powers were created to allow police forces, work¬ 
ing in consultation with local authorities, to tackle 
crack houses or drug dens and other locations that 
cause disorder or serious nuisance to the local 
community through association with Class A 
drugs. 

Inspector Les Fry Neighbourhood Inspector for 
Weymouth and Portland Police said:"This sends a 
clear message to the community that action is 
being taken against the premises, and informs 
drug dealers that their activities will no longer be 
tolerated. 

"We have worked closely with the Weymouth 
and Portland Borough Council community safety 
team and we are pleased with this result and the 
closure of this property. 

"It is hoped that this order will grant immediate 
respite for the victims and other residents who 
have had to endure problems associated with this 
property for some time. 

"We will not tolerate anti social behaviour and 
will work proactively with our partners to resolve 
such issues." 

Geoff Petherick Briefholder for Community 
Safety said:"l am really pleased at the prompt and 
professional action by the police in respect of the 
Closure Order in Lennox Street which demon¬ 
strates that we are not prepared to accept drug 
dealing in Weymouth and Portland. 

"We will do everything we can to support the 
local community and police in eradication of this 
type of crime and please do not hesitate to con¬ 
tact us in confidence if you feel this activity is tak¬ 
ing place in your area."

Ideas sought on how to spend 
Jurassic Coast'pocket money'

BRIGHT ideas on ways 
to improve understanding 
of the Jurassic Coast in 
local schools are being 
rewarded with grants 
from the Big Jurassic 
Classroom Pocket Money 
Fund. 

Whether it is taking the 
class to the coast or 
bringing the coast to the 
classroom, the funds, dis¬ 
tributed by the Jurassic 
Coast Trust, will be used 
to help turn the best ideas 
into reality. 

Schools across Devon 
and Dorset were each in¬ 
vited to suggest how they 
could use the Jurassic 
Coast as a learning re¬ 
source, communicate its 
values and help children 
get closer to it, especially 
those whose backgrounds 
might preclude such an 
experience. 

The eleven successful 
schools will each receive 
a cheque for £250 
“pocket money” to help 
fund projects and trips to 
the World Heritage site in 
Dorset and East Devon. 

“The ideas have been

whole school outing and 
whole school project 


based on the Jurassic 
Coast. 

“Children are the future 
custodians of the Jurassic 
Coast, they have a natu¬ 
ral curiosity for fossils 
and dinosaurs,” added 
James Weld, Chairman 
of the Jurassic Coast 
Trust. 

“The best ‘pocket 
money’ inspired exam¬ 
ples of how to nurture 
this interest will be 
shared among other 
schools.” 

The Big Jurassic Class¬ 
room is an on-going 
project, run by the World 


Heritage Team to help 
local teachers integrate 
the Jurassic Coast into 
the curriculum. 

So far it has supplied 
materials, training and 
advice on Jurassic Coast 
field trips to nearly 1,000 
teachers and teaching as¬ 
sistants.

was dressed in red and 
gold for royalty but those 
drapes are long gone. We 
even converted a store¬ 
room at the back of the 
box for use as a temporary 
toilet...just in case!” 

A stiff climb up nearly 
100ft to just under the 
pavilion roof brought us to 
dressing room number 
eight, a simple room with 
a basin, towel dispenser, 
two mirrors and a plastic 
chair, while nearby was 
the door to the “flying 
floor”, an area high over 
the main stage where 
scene changes can be 
lifted or lowered into 
place. 

We worked our way 
through a warren of pas¬ 
sages, first down to dress¬ 
ing rooms four to six and 
then finally into the num¬ 
ber one dressing room 
where Benny Hill got 
changed 53-years-ago for 
the pavilion’s first official 
show. 

Andy talked of other 
stars and said: “World fa¬ 
mous female impersonator 
Danny La Rue made one 
of his last appearances 
here at the pavilion. Just 
before the theatre doors 
opened to the public I was 
summoned to his dressing 
room where he was sat 


down putting his make-up 
on. He asked how many 
signed photos of him my¬ 
self and staff would like. 
No other star before or 
since has done that for 
pavilion staff. 

“I also once brought co¬ 
median Bradley Walsh a 
cup of tea here during a 
warm summer which 
meant changing rooms 
were very hot. He sat there 
in his underpants and 
drank it! 

“We’ve even had to pro¬ 
vide dog biscuits in room 
numbr one for the famous 


red fox glove puppet Basil 
Brush.” 

More winding progress 
brought us in to the Ocean 
Room, which has the 
largest sprung wooden 
dancefloor on the south 
coast, before we climbed 
high to the side of the 
building and its giant lift 
white “pavilion” sign. 

Andy said: “It used to 
read pavilion ballroom but 
the ballroom sign became 
unsafe, it was removed 
and never replaced.” 

We moved on to the 
foyer where more than 50 


million people have either 
come to watch shows, 
make bookings, use facili¬ 
ties or enjoy food and 
drink since 1960. It is also 
the area which hit the 
headlines last summer 
when its toilets caught fire 
during the Olympics and 
the whole building had to 
be evacuated. 

A short walk upstairs 
brought us to the green 
room bar area where Andy 
said: “Years ago there used 
to be a second bar above 
the green room where peo¬ 
ple could lean on a rail and 


look down on revellers 
below them. That bar is 
now offices but its original 
curve can still be seen 
below the green room ceil¬ 
ing. 

More history awaited us 
in the spotlight room, 
known in olden times as 
The Limes. 

Andy said: “That was be¬ 
cause a bar of lime had to 
be lit for each spot projec¬ 
tor to provide them with 
light. We still have two of 
the old time spotlights 
gathering dust just yards 
from their modern succes¬ 
sors.” 

We ended our tour sur¬ 
rounded by posters from a 
bygone era, many of which 
had a tale to tell. 

Andy pointed to one of 
comedian Bernie Clifton 
and said: “Press reporters 
got a shock when they 
turned up to the green 
room for the launch of one 
summer show because 
Bernie startled them by 
stealing a ladder, climbing 
20ft up it and banging on 
the windows demanding to 
be let in!” 

Those ghosts would like 
to welcome more stars. 
Whether they are able to 
watch more history being 
made will depend on the 
success of the community 
group which takes over 
running the pavilion.

Dave said: “I will be 
travelling to Sandringham 
with the puzzle to re¬

“There will be a photo 
shoot down there....and 
my wife, Margaret, has 
told me to buy some new 
clothes because you never 
know who might turn up 
to be photographed!” 

The 33-section jigsaw is 
being taken to Sandring¬ 


ham in special custom- 
made boxes. 

Dave said: “The Queen 
is really aware of what is 
going on and has asked for 
a copy of the jigsaw, so I 
will be giving her the very 
first 1,000-piece replica 
that I make of the full-size 
work. There will only be 
100 done.

■ WELL hacked off

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Dorset's wildlife in crisis according to experts 



DORSET’S wildlife is in crisis with some 
species now extinct and many others 
under threat. 

Butterflies, which once graced the 
county’s woodland have gone and large 
garden bumblebees have disappeared 
from our gardens. 

Even the once common tree sparrow is 
now thought to be down to fewer than 20 
pairs. 

The evidence comes from a study 
launched by Sir David Attenborough giv¬ 
ing a health check for wildlife in the UK. 

It shows that species from Dorset’s 
heathlands, marine areas, grasslands and 
coast have experienced serious decline 
and in some cases, extinction. 

The “State of Nature” report is the first 
■ SIR David Attenborough © The Wildlife Trusts of its kind - wildlife organisations across 


the UK, including Wildlife Trusts, RSPB, 
Buglife and Butterfly Conservation 
looked at data for more than 3,000 of our 
native species. The findings are clear: na¬ 
ture is in trouble. Nationally, 60 per cent 
of the species studied have been declining 
during recent decades and more than one 
in ten of all the species assessed are under 
threat of disappearing. 

In Dorset a shocking number of species 
have faced extinction. In woodland areas, 
the pearl-bordered fritillary and high 
brown fritillary butterflies have become 
extinct. 

Coastal areas only have one wild aspara¬ 
gus plant remaining and the large garden 
bumblebee has now also disappeared 
from our gardens. 

Some historically common species are 


now rarely seen in Dorset; there is only 
one recent record of the Fan Mussel and 
the tree sparrow is nearly extinct, with 
fewer than 20 pairs remaining. 

The county’s lowland heathland area is 
much reduced from a historical figure of 
more than 365,000 hectares to less than 
6,000 hectares today. 

But targeted conservation has shown 
that there is hope. Dorset Wildlife Trust 
has worked to protect and re-generate 
areas of declining heathland. 

Director of Conservation at the Dorset 
Wildlife Trust, Imogen Davenport said: 
“Dorset still has internationally important 
areas of heathland and a number of initia¬ 
tives have helped protect, manage and re¬ 
connect them over recent years. For 
example our new Urban Wildlink project 


will help us and our partners acquire and 
manage major areas of heathland and pro¬ 
tect the wildlife habitats now and for fu¬ 
ture generations.” 

She says that local people can help na¬ 
ture conservation work in the county by 
joining groups such as Dorset Wildlife 
Trust and increasing our involvement to 
care for and monitor wildlife in the 
county. 

“It can be very rewarding - volunteers 
from Dorset Otter Group helped track the 
recovery of the otter in the county from 
being almost extinct in the 1970s, to now 
being on every major river catchment. By 
maintaining high quality habitats, threat¬ 
ened species have more of a chance. The 
‘State of Nature’ report indicates nature is 
in trouble, but it’s not too late.” 


District council approve local plan 


The local plan for West Dorset, Weymouth and Portland 
has been approved by West Dorset District Councillors - 
but will now be put to the test by a planning inspector. 

Public protest led to sites at the south east of Dorch¬ 
ester, Hollymoor Lane in Beaminster and an additional 
allocation at Barton Farm, Sherborne being removed 
from the proposals. The area of land allocated at Cross- 
ways has been reduced. 

The plan now includes a housing supply for 17 to 18 
years, rather than 20 years as previously stated. A review 
of the local plan will be carried out in four to five years 
time. 

Sites in Weymouth and Portland still need to be ap¬ 
proved and the plan will now go to Weymouth & Port¬ 
land Borough Council’s Management Committee on June 
4th and then to full council on June 17th. 

If approved in Weymouth and Portland it will be sub¬ 
mitted to the planning inspector for independent exami¬ 


nation, before it can be formally adopted. 

The district council received around 2,100 responses 
from individuals and organisations in the 2013 consulta¬ 
tion, and more than 900 from the consultation on revi¬ 
sions and additions to the plan in June and July 2012. 

If agreed at full council, the plans could include land 
for around: 

• 500 homes and 3.5 hectares of employment land at 
Crossways 

• 850 homes to form the Chickerell Urban Extension 

• 760 homes at Vearse Farm, Bridport 

• 120 homes at the land north of Broadwindsor Road, 
Beaminster 

A further planning application would need to be sub¬ 
mitted by a developer before any of the developments 
could take place. This would need to be approved by the 
district council. 


Councillor Robert Gould, Leader of West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, said: “The district council has taken a very 
important step forward in approving the local plan for the 
area. 

“We have taken all views into account and come up 
with a plan which is very appropriate to the characteris¬ 
tics of West Dorset and now await feedback from the in¬ 
dependent inspector.” 

The local plan sets out a long term planning strategy to 
meet future housing, employment and leisure needs in 
the area. 

It covers important issues like where housing could be 
built, how the economy can be boosted and what infra¬ 
structure, like schools and play areas, may be needed. 

The councils have worked out how much additional 
housing is required in the area from projected population 
figures based on findings from the 2011 Census. The 
local plan could be adopted by February 2014.

This year there are nine award categories for mak¬ 
ing an outstanding contribution, including awards 
for patient safety, innovation and improving the lives 
of patients or staff. 

Nominations can be made by members of staff, vol¬ 
unteers, patients, their family and friends and mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

Winners will receive their awards at the hospital's 
annual awards ceremony in September.

Check your smoke alarm 

DORSET residents are being urged to check the 
positioning of their smoke alarms. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue say that last year, 44 
house fires in the county did not activate the 
smoke alarm because the fire was outside its 
range. 

The force says the additional time a correctly po¬ 
sitioned alarm can give may make the difference 
between escaping safely and death or injury. 

Kate Huelin, Home Safety Manager at DFRS said: 
"The vast majority of us now have at least one 
smoke alarm in our homes, but early detection 
and warning is vital to reduce the devastation a 
house fire can cause. That's why it's so important 
that your smoke alarms are in the right place to 
have the best chance of alerting you and your 
loved ones to a fire." 

"You should make sure you have at least one 
smoke alarm on every level of your home, prefer¬ 
ably in hallways and landings. Placing smoke de¬ 
tectors in rooms where there are electrical 
appliances, could give you the extra warning you 
need. 

"It's also important to remember that smoke 
alarms don't last forever. The power might work, 
but the mechanism deteriorates with time. So 
whether they are battery operated or wired to the 
mains, to work at their best they should be re¬ 
placed every ten years." 

Dorset Fire and Rescue is also urging carers and 
people who keep a close eye on less able relatives 
to check that these homes have enough smoke 
alarms in the right places too.

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Badger cull is 
not the answer 


POLICE were present at 
a Corn Exchange meet¬ 
ing on Friday of last 
week in case of problems 
as opponents of a badger 
cull in Dorset made their 
case. 

Among the audience 
were farmers who sup¬ 
port culling and would 
like to see Dorset in¬ 
cluded in the Govern¬ 
ment-backed killings. 

But the evening ended 
without problems as 
speaker after speaker, in¬ 
cluding rock star Doctor 
Brian May, made the 
case against the cull. 

Dorset is a reserve zone 
for culling if pilots in 
Somerset of Gloucester¬ 
shire are unable to go 
ahead. These are due to 
start from June onwards 
and should last six 
weeks. 

Doctor May said that if 
one of those areas did not 
go ahead they would 
come to Dorset and start 
killing badgers, at night, 
with high-powered rifles. 

“It’s incredible to me 
they can get away with 
this but we’re looking at 
a very strange kind of 
government here... We

cannot afford to proceed 
with this cull,” he said 
and added that the an¬ 
swer should have been a 
vaccination programme, 
which ought to have 
started years ago. 

RSPCA chief executive 
Gavin Grant said those 
opposing the cull were 
not “townie, bunny-hug- 
gers” but those who un¬ 
derstood the problem and 
the countryside. 

“The RSPCA cares for 
the welfare of cattle as 
much as we do for badg¬ 
ers, we see no intrinsic 
difference between these 
animals.” 

He said that a previous 
cull has resulted in au¬ 
topsies carried out on 
11,000 killed badgers - 
80 to 85 per cent were 
free of TB and only one 
in three found to have it 
were infectious. 

Mr Grant said the side 
effect of the cull was that 
badgers moved out of the 
area where the cull was 
taking place, to adjoining 


He said that a cull in 
Ireland led to badgers 
being extinct in four 
counties.. .four counties 
which still had bovine 
TB. 

He said there was no 
scientific reason to jus¬ 
tify culling: “The Gov¬ 
ernment is right when it 
says that something must 
be done - but let it be the 
right thing and the 
slaughter of badgers is 
not the right thing.” 

He called on the Gov¬ 
ernment to stop the cull 
and start a programme of 
vaccination as well as 
programmes for improv¬ 
ing bio security. 

“Successive Govern¬ 
ments have utterly failed 
the farmers of this coun¬ 
try and the wildlife too. It 
is about time we put our 
own house in 
order...these animals 
have no choice but we do 
have a choice and we 
should speak out and 
hold the politicians to ac¬ 
count. 


Wessex Water fund 
helps advice service 


DEBT advice agencies across Dorset, 
which provide invaluable help to people 
struggling to pay bills, have received 
support from Wessex Water. 

The water company has awarded 
more than £50,000 to debt advice agen¬ 
cies, which included Bridport CAB, 
Dorchester, Sherborne and District 
CAB, East Dorset CAB, Purbeck CAB, 
Weymouth and Portland CAB and 
North Dorset CAB. 

Sue Lindsay, head of customer rela¬ 
tions at Wessex Water, said the com¬ 
pany wanted to help customers in 
financial distress get the help and sup¬ 
port they needed. 

She said: “We want to make it as easy 
as possible for customers in Dorset in 
severe financial difficulty to afford their 
water bills and the role of debt advice 
agencies is a fundamental part of this. 

“The support they give our customers 
could help them turn their lives around 
and prevent their water bills from be¬ 
coming a growing strain on their fi¬ 
nances.” 

The water company has donated 
around £340,000 to debt advice agen¬ 
cies across its region which spans 
Dorset, Somerset, Bath, Bristol, most of 
Wiltshire and parts of Gloucestershire. 

Wessex Water has funded debt advice 
agencies for a number of years and 
money recently donated has provided 


struggling charities with the opportu¬ 
nity to continue their debt advice serv¬ 
ice for a further year. 

Others put the grant towards resources 
as well as training programmes for staff 
and volunteers. 

Daniel Cadisch, bureau manager of 
Dorchester, Sherborne and District Cit¬ 
izens Advice Bureau, said: “I would 
like to thank Wessex Water for contin¬ 
uing to support the debt work carried 
out by our organisation. 

“Our partnership means that we can 
better manage the ever increasing work¬ 
load placed on our team.” 

Mrs Lindsay said that the company 
recognised that debt advice was essen¬ 
tial for some customers. 

She said: “Many customers are not 
aware of the full range of benefits and 
tax credits that are available, particu¬ 
larly with the changes that are going on 
with the welfare forum. 

“As well as offering debt advice, 
agencies can also ensure customers are 
claiming all the benefits to which they 
are entitled.” 

The funding will help agencies inform 
more people about Wessex Water’s 
newly launched programme called tap, 
which offers a range of schemes and 
practical help for customers who are in 
financial difficulty to afford their water 
bills and repay any debt they owe. 


“We must force another 
debate in the House of 
Commons.” 

Mr Grant also warned 
that the cull would lead to 
divisions in the country - 
between those who sup¬ 
ported the cull and those 
who were against it.

The Albion Band to headline Lyme 
Folk Weekend's Saturday night 


SATURDAY night at Lyme Folk Weekend is party night, 
and what better way to party than in the company of 
one of Britain's foremost electric folk bands. 

The Albion Band is a name that has been at the heart 
of the English folk scene for four decades, but there is 
nothing old or fusty about the current incarnation, who 
will be headlining Lyme's inaugural folk festival on Sat¬ 
urday August 31. They will round off a fabulous night 
at the Marine Theatre, which also features Radio 2 Folk 
Award winner Jackie Oates and brilliant new fusion 
band Ducie. 

Ever since Fairport Convention and Steeleye Span 
founder and folk legend Ashley Hutchings conceived 
the Albion Band project in 1971, it has been more of a 
concept than an actual band. Members have come and 
gone, drifting in and out of the line-up over the years, 
including some of British folk music's biggest start, from 
guitar legend Richard Thompson and fellow Fairport 
founder Simon Nicol, to Steeleye's Maddy Prior and 
Show of Hands stalwart Phil Beer. 

Now after four decades at the top of the genre, and 
with folk music once again experiencing a huge up¬ 
surge in appeal among the young as it did in Hutchings' 
own day, the founding father has finally decided to take 
a back seat and hand the baton to the next generation. 

Breathing fresh, exciting new life into the band is 
Hutchings' son, the singer and guitarist Blair Dunlop, 
winner of this year's Hori¬ 
zon Award for best new¬ 
comer at the Radio 2 Folk 
Awards. 

As well as forging a 
huge reputation for him¬ 
self as a solo artist, Dun¬ 
lop is spearheading the 
revival of the Albion 
Band, along with other 
members from a range of 
backgrounds reflecting 
the history of the band. 
Lining up with Dunlop 
are Folk Award nominee 
Katriona Gilmore (violin 


and vocals), Tom Wright (drums), Tim Yates (bass) and 
BenTrott (guitar). 

Their first studio album, Vice of the People, received 
widespread acclaim, with Bright Young Folk website de¬ 
claring: 'Folk rock is alive and most definitely kicking!' 

Q Magazine said: 'Dunlop's writing, singing and stag¬ 
gering guitar are never overshadowed. He is a vital 
bridge between Brit folk's first and latest flowerings.' 

But the Albion Band are not the only top act gracing 
the Marine Theatre stage for Lyme Folk Weekend's big 
Saturday night. Jackie Oates has recently enjoyed major 
success with her Lullabies project, and she brings her 
unique treatment of English ballads and songs, and the 
pure, haunting singing style that has established her 
firmly at the forefront of the new English folk revival. 

And the Saturday evening session kicks off with one 
of the first festival performances from fiery new 
acoustic outfit Ducie. 

Fronted by Andrew Dinan, best known as a member 
of the Bad Sheperds along with comedian Ade Ed¬ 
mondson, Ducie mix traditional and contemporary 
styles from across the world. Their exuberant perfor- 
mences combine Celtic influences, Afro-Cuban and 
Brazillian rhythms with funk, reggae, flamenco and 
blues in a vibrant blend of genres. 

Get ready, Lyme, it's going to be one hell of a night.
